To reaffirm, as necessary to their 
preservation and security, their 
policy of non-recognition and non- 


acquiescence in the acquisition of | 


territory in this hemisphere by 
force: 

The American republics would 
regard any transfer, or attempted 
transfer, of the sovereignty, juris- 
diction, possession or any inter- 
est in or control over any such re- 
gion to another non-American 
state as inimical to their peace, 
safety and political independence; 

No such transfer or attempt to 
transfer or acquire any interest 
in or right to any such region di- 
rectly or indirectly will be recog- 
nized or acquiesced in by the 
American republics or any one of 
them; 

The American republics reserve 
tLe right to judge whether any 
change in the political relations of 
European possessors on Sept. 1, 
1939, of geographic regions in the 
Americas has the effect of fmpair- 
ine their political independence or 
freedom of action, even though no 
forma! transfer or change in status 
of such region or regions shall 
have taken place; 

That since the status of these 
geographic regions is a matter of 
common interest to the American 
republics, no one of them will take 
any action or initiate or entertain 
any proposal ig regard thereto, 
except as may be provided in this 
instrument without prior consulta- 
tion with other American repub- 
lics; 

It is understood, however, that 
this principle is not applicable to

The American republics declare

Recognition of Sovereignty. 


On the contrary, the American 
republics declare their intention to 
restore the territory or territories 
to their original sovereigns when- 
ever the security of the American 
republics renders such resumption 
of sovereignty possible, or, to recog- 
nize their independence if it shall 
appear they are capable of ,under- 
taking the task of self-government. 

Should any republic find it neces- 
sary in order to prevent ocCurences

UNIVERSITY CITY’S SCHOOL TAX DILEMMA. 
Circuit Judge Nolte’s decision in the University 
City school tax dispute deals a serious blow to the 


educational facilities of that populous suburb, the 


State’s sixth largest city. Its schools, long renowned 
for their excellence, must make sweeping retrench- 
ments if higher courts uphold the injunction depriv- 
ing them of some $165,000 of their $700,000 total an- 
nual revenues. 

The injunction petition granted by Judge Nolte 
attacked the school-tax election of last April 23 on 
the ground of a subterfuge resorted to by the Uni- 
versity City Board of Education, which followed a 
common practice of other boards in the county.

|has adopted a war budget almost equal to those an- 
| nounced last spring for both herself and France. 
Britain’s total budget, civil and military, will be | 
nearly 14 billion dollars. Some five billions of this 
will be raised by drastically increased taxation, but 
nearly nine billions will be added to the deficit. 


Government spending in Britain will amount to 


about 65 per cent of the national income. The 
'Strain on the country’s capitalistic system is obvious. 


First, private enterprise will be held back by

VERY day while the season 
lasts is not a bit too often to 
serve fresh tomatoes—ripe, red 

and chock-full of vitamin C. Nor 
will most families tire of them as 
long as they stay firm and juicy. 
But now and then you will want 
to vary the usual ways of serving 
them. One variation which always 
looks imposing, though it is both 
simple and economical, is stuffed 
tomato salad, and of the unlimited 
number of possible “stuffings,” per- 
haps the very best is well seasoned 
cottage cheese. This makes a grand 
luncheon main dish. 

Tomatoes Stuffed With Cottage 
Cheese Salad (cost about 15c). 
Three medium-sized tomatoes, 

one-half pound cottage cheese, 

three tablespoons mayonnaise, one- 
half teaspoon grated onion and let- 
tuce. 

Plunge tomatoes into boiling hot 
water for about one minute; drain 
and cool quickly in cold water. Re- 
move core at stem end and peel. 
Chill in refrigerator. Combine cot- 
tage cheese lightly with mayonnaise 
and grated onion, and let stand in 
refrigerator about one hour to blend 
flavors. When ready to _ serve, 
place tomatoes on lettuce-lined in- 
dividual salad plates, and cut each 
tomato in six sections, leaving them 
attached at bottom. Pile cottage 
cheese mixture into centers of to- 
matoes, pressing the sections out 


JUST ONE SLICE OF CAKE 


AKE is very fattening and 
( therefore should not be in- 

dulged in too freely by a per- 
son somewhat overweight. Other- 
wise the family will give one critical 
look and exclaim: “What? Are 
you taking another slice of cake?” 


The point, therefore, is to make 
one slice of cake do the work of 
two. This may be accomplished by 
cutting a slice of double thickness. 


Count the persons at table who 
are to be served cake. Then cut a 
nice, generous double slice and lay 
it on its side. Next cut an ordinary 
slice and place it over the right 
side of the double slice. Cut an- 
other ordinary slice and place it 
over the left side of the double slice. 


Continue to cut ordinary slices 
until the slices are equal in num- 
ber to the persons to be served. Pile 
them irregularly on top of each 
other until the first, or double, slice 
is completely concealed on the bot- 
tom. 


Do not take a slice of cake your- 
self. With a grand display of po- 
liteness start the cake around the 
table. If anyone suggests that you 
take a slice before the cake leaves 
you, remark with an air of indiffer- 
ence that you areinno hurry at all. 
Assure them that you will gladly 
wait until the cake returns to you. 

If you have counted accurately 
and if you have concealed the dou- 
ble slice completely, when the cake 
plate gets back to you it should 
have only one slice left and that 
should be the double slice. You 
may now proceed to enjoy it to 
your heart’s content without fear 
of inviting acrimonious and per- 
sonal remarks. 

Should your weight continue to 
increase and become the subject of 
an investigation you may attribute 
it to almost anything except cake, 
pointing out taht it couldn't possi- 
bly be. that since you invariably 
confine yourself to one slice.

N 1828, when Noah Webster pub- 

lished the first American Dic- 

tionary of the English Language, 
the scholastic world was over- 
whelmed by the discovery of 70,000 
words in his two-volume lexicon. 

Webster was a piker. 

I have just compiled a list of 
words which makes Webster's 
original dictionary look like a mere 
drop in the verbal bucket. Let 
me tell you about it. 

Some eight weeks ago I asked 
the readers of thy syndicated word 
column to select, by popular vote, 
the 10 most beautiful words in the 
English language regardless of 
meaning or connotation. 

At the time, knowing that reader 
mail is at its numerical lowest in 
warm weather, a thousand word- 
lists would have given me great 
satisfaction. As I said, that was 
about two months ago. Today I 
have at last succeeded in complet- 
ing the tabulations! 

Though I asked for no box tops, 
proffered no fabulous cash prizes, 
offered no free sets of encyclo- 
pedias, lists of “beautiful words” 
avalanched upon me from every 
state of the Union, plus such re- 
mote specks on the map as Skag- 
way, Alaska, and Villa Hermosa, 
Mexico. 

To compile a typewritten alpha- 
betical list of the words required 
a stack of single-spaced sheets more 
than two inches thick.

proval not long ago of inviting 
a number of men to a shower.

Now is the time to plant holly- 
hock seeds.
